Her years of working in Indian Country, 
specializing in large infrastructure projects,  marine issues,  natural resources and 
transportation has enabled her to lend expertise to local, state, and national committees.  It 
was Jacque’s involvement with the MLPA process and recognition of the impact the MLPA has 
on Tribal Nations that led to her interest in the California Fish and Game Commission, and the 
National Ocean Policy Governance Coordinating Committee.
